Care of a Piano. 


Pianos should not be subjected to extremes of heat or cold, to dampness or to 
extreme dryness. Neither should they be subjected to sudden changes of temper- 
ature. Nearly all the troubles of a piano, such as the swelling or shrinking of 
parts of the keys or action, the rust on the strings and the checking of the 


varnish, result from the non-observance of these requirements. 


To Unpack an Upright Piano. 


Take out the screws holding the lid of the box, remove the lid, then take out 
the screws on the back.and sides of the box, being careful to hold the side cleats 
with the hand, in order that they may not fall and scratch the sides of the piano ; 
then, one man at each end, pull the piano squarely out of the box. 

Remove the strips screwed on the back of the piano, untie the tapes and take 
off the papers. To remove the dust, use a soft silk handkerchief. The key will 


be found tied to the consol.
